The application has been amended as follows: claims 36 and 39, previously 
withdrawn from consideration without traverse, have been canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
arguments with respect to claim 61 are deemed persuasive. That is, the examiner 
agrees that the prior art fails to disclose a flexible portion having first and second ends 
directly attached to an end of the shaft. Rather, Haissaguerre et al and Hall et al and 
other relevant prior art devices provide two separate flexible portions that are attached 
to the shaft at one end and attached to the head at the opposite end. There is no 
suggestion of providing a single flexible portion that has first and second ends attached 
to the shaft and attached to the head as now recited in the claims. It is noted that the 
remaining independent claims have been amended to include this recitation of the 
flexible portion as recited in independent claim 61 . Also, it is noted that claims 3, 5-7, 9, 
1 0, 1 3-1 6, 25-30 and 42 have been rejoined in view of their dependency from an 
allowed independent claim.
